In the Office Action mailed August 26, 2003, the Examiner alleges that the present 
application contains claims directed to more than one patentably distinct species and requires 
election under 35 U.S.C 121. Applicants elect, with traverse, the following species; 

1 . The polymer - (c) polyester 

2. The partially water-miscible solvent - (i) methyl formate 

3. The water-miscible co-solvent - (a) ethanol 

Claims 1-42 read on each of the above elected species. 

Applicants traverse this requirement Election of Species requirement on the grounds that 
the search for each of the patentably distinct species would not be an undue burden for the 
Examiner.
